342,000,000 Bushels Wheat in 


1915; In 1916 Many Farm- 


ers Paid for Their Land 


Out of Their Crop. 


That Western

«orlous competitors In wheat produc­ 
tion In SouUi America were Argentine, 
W’ith 178.221,000 bushels, or less than 
12 bushels per acre, and Chile, with 
19.000.000 bushels or 13 bushels per 
acre. 
The three Western Canadian prairie 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta produced between them 
842.000.000 bushels out of the total Ca­ 
nadian 876.000,000 bushels. It will be 
^een, therefore, that, outside of tlie 
U n ited States, AVestern Canada pro­ 
duced considerably more than tho com­ 
bined production of North and South 
.lAnierlca. 
Canada is of course a new- 
«ettled country, and the fact that the 
crop of tlie United States was practi­ 
cally three times as much Is no dis­ 
couragement The United States has 
at present more than twelve times the 
population of Canada in approximately 
the same area, 
I To illustrate further the greater pro­ 
ductiveness of Western Canadian land, 
V7e submit the following figures, show­ 
ing tho 1915 yields per acre In the 
threo provinces of Western Canada 
and in the states wdiich in tliat year 
produced the greatest quantity orf 
wheat Tho figures are taken from the 
V. S. department of agriculture’s an­ 
nual report and from the figures of the 
iJomlnlon census bureau :

But It dees not, even at the highest fig­ 
ures, cost more than 05 cents to raise 
e busli-il of wdieat in Western Canada, 
80 that the profit can be figured accord­ 
ingly. It must be empliasized that the 
acre %’hlch produces a $«50.00 crop costs 
In the first case, probably less than 
th a t In the United States tlie same 
class of land w^ould cost In many dis­ 
tricts from $100 to 9200 per acre, and 
even then a return of $30.00 would be 
considered extremely satisfactory. In 
Western Canada the best class of ag­ 
ricultural land, <iapable of produdng 
crops that In size conjpare with any 
country In the w’orld except, perhaps. 
Bome European countries, can be ob- 
talned a t on tlie average, from $20 to 
f30 per acre, with irrigated lands some- 
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w’hat higher. It Is no exaggeration 
whatever lo say that a number of 
Western Canadian farmers have paid 
for their land entirely from the pro­

EOlUiK WASHINGTON'S will 


was signed at Mount Vonum 
July !), 1799, live months be-- 
fore his death. From begin- 


ning to end it gives evidence of ihe 
Srm hand and clear mind of its maker. 
It contains many legal phrases, but it 
was not written under the instruction 
of a lawyer, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that nobody was consulted in its 
construction. 


Modern skill has rescued the docu- 


ment from dilapidation and impending 
destruction and lias assured to all 
Americans the opportunity to re-ad it 
exactly as it was written. It was tiled 
for probate in the year 1SOO in the 
court house of Fairfax county, Vir- 
ginia, in which Mount Yimou is situ- 
ated. In the intervening 110 jears it 
has undergone vicissitudes, including 
much miscellaneous manhandling and 
one removal and concealment. 


Through all of a century he who 


ran so far as Fairfax court house 
might read at his leisure and with his 
own hands manipulate the original 
document and at his pleasure thumb 
and fumble it, with only a court at- 
tendant near to see that the will was 
not carried away, wholesale or piece- 
meal. One of the pages of the will 
bears raute testimony to the success of 
some unknown enthusiastic re-lie hun- 
ter who tore off and carried awny one 
corner.

^ This Ancient Building the Wills of George and Martha Washington, 
Restored to Almost Their Original Perfection, Are Carefully Pre* 
served— Both Have Passed Through Many Vicissitudes. 
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lOOlUilO WASIIIXiJT()N\S will 
was .slírnt'íl ut JNIount Vornnn 
July 0, 1701). live months Ix'- 
fore Ills dentil» From bejiin- 
ning to end it gives evidence of llie 
ilnn hand and clear mind of its niak(»r. 
It contains many le^al phrases, bul it 
was not wiitlon under the instruction 
of a lawyer, and there is reasDn to be­ 
lieve that nobody was consuHiul in its 
construction.. 
Modern skill has rescued the docu- 
ineut from dilapidation and impending; 
destxniction and has assured to all 
Americans the opportunity to read it 
exactly as it was 
j'itten. It was tiled 
for probate in tlie year 1800 in the 
court house of Fairfax county. Vir­ 
ginia, iu which Mount Vc^rnon is situ­ 
ated, 
In the interveninK 110 years it 
has undergone vicissitudes, including 
much miscellaneous manhandling and 
one removal and concealment. 
Through all of a century he who 
ran so far as Fairfax court house 
might read at his leisure and with his 
own hands manipulate the original 
tlocument and at his pleasure thumb 
and fumble it, with only a court at­ 
tendant near to see that the will was 
not carried away, wholesale or piece­ 
meal. 
One of the pages of the will 
bears raute testii'nony to the success of 
some unknown enthusiastic relic hun­ 
ter who tore off and carried away one 
corner. 
At the beginning of the Civil war 
the will was taken to Eichmoud, and 
there securely hidden.

Mystery surroundiiiR the disnppearance 
of Harry Filler, iormcrly of Churchtown, 
near Boiling Springs, has been clcarwl up 
by a former resident now in the western 
part of the State, who found liim to be a 
man in the Westmoreland county jail 
awaitinK death on a charge of murder. 
Filler left his home at Churchtown abdut 
12 years ago without informing any of his 
relatives, and until last week nothing had 
been heard from him. A. E. llichwine, n 
former neighbor, heard of the man and 
found him in the jail. Filler admitted his 
identity. Ho is paid to have served sever­ 
al terms on minor charges prior to being 
sentenced on the charge of murdering an 
employer in order to secure some $822 
which he had. Recently he almost escap­ 
ed from the jail by filing away the lock of 
his cell with a nail file. He was sentenced 
to be electrocuted on January 28, but a 
stay was given pending a decision on an 
application for a new trial in the United 
States court. 


Starting with a saucer from a stt and 
other articles sold in Carlisle Detective H. 
J. Bentley arrested four Mt. Holly resi­ 
dents charged with being the persons who 
broke into and ransacked the cottage of 
the Misses Penrose in the mountains near 
tliat town. The persons arrested wore 
Clifton Weidman, William Smith, Mrs. 
Mary Weidman and Thomas Kuhn. They 
arc uiider $500 bail each for a heari6g be­ 
fore Justice Hughes. It is claimed the 
people ransacked the cottage and took a 
number of articles. 


A 6uit had been filed by the Union 
Trust company, of Harrisburg, against 
the Farmers & Merchants bank of Dills- 
burg, to recover $2,695.97. This sum is 
the balance alleged to be due on a mutual 
account between the two banks. Both 
banks had an understanding whereby the 
Harrisburg institution agreed to collect 
the Dillsburg bankas checks of Harrisburg 
while the Dillsburg bank agreed to do the 
same with the Harrisburg bank’s chcck*s 
on all the Dillsburg banks. This agree­ 
ment was in force for about four years 
and for the period from Sept. 18, 1914, to 
Feb. 24, 1915, the account is said to show 
a balance due the Harrisburg baVik of $2,- 
695.97. The Dillsburg bank disputes this 
but admits it owes the Harrisburg bank 
$195.97. The controversy arises over two 
checks drawn on the * Dillsburg bank by 
one maker aggregating $2,500, which the 
Harrisburg bank paid and sent to Dills- 
bura, but which the latter refused to 
honor. 


Cora Dayton, of Boiling Springs, the 
girl who for a numl)er of years wore male 
attire and passed off as a boy, was one of 
a trio convicted in the Cumberland Coun­ 
ty courts of stealing copper wire from the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Com­ 
pany, and she and her companions all 
were sentenced to the penitentiary Thurs­ 
day by Judge Sylvester B. Sadler, for 
terms of not less than 5 years and more 
than 6 years. Edward Windowmaker and 
George Geesey were the Dayton girl’s 
companions. The trio lived in Boiling 
Springs. They were suspected of being 
the band of crooks that had been doing 
much stealing in that section during the 
last year. 


Four prisoners escaped from the Lan­ 
caster county prison on Friday morning, 
and their absence was not discovered for 
several hours. They had occupied adjoin­ 
ing sells, and had first cut a hole through 
the brick wall separating them before 
uniting their efforts to cut their way thru 
the roof of one the cells, from which they 
dropped to the ground, 20 feet below, by 
means of a rope made of blankets. 


Fred Christy, aged 17, son of John W. 
Christy, wealthy farnjer, whose body was 
found at the bottom of an abandoned 
mine shaft near Greenville, last Tuesday, 
and Fay Etzweiler, aged 20, were arrested 
there on Friday, charged with the murder 
of Christy. According to the authorities 
Christy confessed his part in the crime, 
saying he gave Etzweiler $50 to shoot his 
father. Robbery was the motive.
